"Leopold 
jvas the second monarch of ..his line in 
the ancient country of Flanders. The 
country from 1815 till JS30 was part of 
the Netherlands. In the last mentioned 
year Brussels broke into revolution anJ 
the national congress of the Belgian 
people, which was held on June 4, 1S31. 
elected Leopold, then the Prince of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. king of the 
Belgians, under the title of -Leopold. T. 
The late king .was therefor* "a dgsceitd- 
ant through his father, of "Uie ancient 
dukes of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. com- 
ing down from Ernest the Pious, ami 
from still earlier strong men of more 
strenuous European limes. 


This first king of the Belgians mar- 


ried Louise, "daughter of tile Citizen 
King of the French, Louise Philippe, 
so that the late king, on his mother's 
side, could go back to the Bourbons 
and the Capets ot old France. ' As for 
himself, he was married in 1S53 to 
Marie Henrietta, daughter of the Arch- 
duke Joseph of Austria. XWith all this 
renowned ancestry and the alliance of 
himself to still more historic, houses.
